StreoU and ~&l<Iewal]u In Berliu. 


Tlie smoothness of the pavements in 


Berlin affords immenso relief in dimin- 
ishing the confusing noise and jar of the 
streets. Waking early in the morning 
at a hotel in the center of the business 
section, one perceives no rattling of 
wagons, only the clatter of the horses' 
hoofs, so that it seems as if cavalry regi- 
ments were continually passing. The 
smooth streets have also made cycling 
very popular, and tricycles are exten- 
sively used for business purposes. The 
broad eidcxvalks are laid with flagging 
in the center, and between that and tlie 
curbstone are paved u ith Mnall, mosaic 
like stones that form n. smooth surface, 
and are i-asily removed and replaced. 
Beneath this ^pace are laid the gas pipes, 
telegraph and electric light wires, pneu- 
matic tuU-s, etc., ho that iu laying or re- 
pairing thcM 
1 tlu: htivt-t pavement is not 


disturbed. The nirfs of the arc lights, 
as ^t'll as of the inrandoscHit, all are 
carried underground, and in Berlin 
there are not to bo seen the unsightly 
pules that so disfigure the streets in 
Mexican cities.—Cor. Mexico- Financier. 


The TIoiiiB «»f the Teh-phone. 


We remember well a number of lead- 


ing Brantford gentlemen being guests of 
Professor Bullut his residence on Tutello 
Heights tn experiment with a. very crude 
telephone which Graham Bell, then teach- 
ing visible speech (an invention, by the 
way, of Melville Bell's in Boston), had 
been working at.

mental and inventive gifts, to leave here, 
much tt) the regret of the people of

The Republican members of tho Ilouso 


held a caucus last night to consider 
party policy. The silver question was 
taken up Immediately and discussed at 
groat length. During the discussion a 
remarkable feeliujf In favor of unlimited 
coinage developed, and if present In- 
dications nro of any value tho House j 
and Senate will join before long in pass- 
ing a bill providing for freo coinage.

The accidental break-down of one of 


the Look and ladder trucks Sunday last 
bus forced upon the people the self evi- 
dent fact that Peoatur needs a modern 
file , pparatus in the ladder line that can 
be used to an advantage and will answer 
the city for 25 years or longer. 
There 


are a number of trucks that can be had 
at reasonable figures, the Hays, the Prea- 
ton, the Arrow and others. Logan Phil- 
lips, who is a member of the fire depart- 
ment at St. Joe, Missouri, is in the city 
on a visit. St. Joe is a lively city and 
the department has just selected a Pres 
ton truck, which Logan says is one of the 
best trucks m the land. 


Mr. Phillips said. "The truck that De- 


catur should have is one with a 65-foot 
extension ladder, m two or three sections, 
which also carries one adjustable 45-foot 
extension Bangor, two 25-foot ladders, 
two 10 foot roof ladders, with axes, pike 
polee, life liDes,"door lifts, door openers, 
life nets, insulated wire cutters, Siamese 
connections, two Baboockfire extinguish- 
ers and many other attachments. The 
truck as it stands ready for service is 45 
feet in length and can oe easily drawn 
by two horses. It is operated by a crank 
on the front end of the truck, the 65-foot 
extension being raised direct in two 
or three sections to any height or angle 
desired, so nicely adjusted that as a life- 
saver in a tall building such as the Ma- 
sonic block, the Grand Opera House or 
liny hotel, it is without a rival It is a 
truck that is especially useful in cities 
where electric, telegraph and telephone 
wires are strung upon poles From the 
street the extension ladder can be swung 
over the wires against the building, or 
the apparatus can be run on the walks. 
In cnse the top of a three or four story 
building is in flames, and it is impossible 
by the old method to get a ladder on the 
top of the building, with the track in the 
street removed sufficiently from the uent, 
the extension ladder can be run up to the 
proper height and on it placed men to 
direct the flow of water from the hose in 
through the 
windows, and when the 


flumes are suppressed sufficiently the 
ladder can be swung over until the fare- 
men can enter tue building through the 
windows 
If a large building is in flames 


above and below and cannot be entered 
from the pavement, with the truck the 
nrenoen with life-lines for personal escape, 
can be put in the upper stones at any 
point, the truck being dr. wn to any 
place desired "
